S.O. ll>tn(E), — W^hereas, the Central Government vide notification of the 
Government of India in the erstwhile Ministry of Surface Transport (Roads Wing), 
number S.O. 78 (E), dated the 4* February, 1999, issued under section 11 of the 
National Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 (68 ol' 1988), entrusted the 
stretch from Km 0.00 to Km 233.00 (Visakhapatnam to Orissa'Andhra Pradesh 
Border) of National Highway No. 5 in the State of Andirra Pradesh to the National 
Highways Authority of India; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the National 
Highways Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), read with rules 3, 5 and ! 1 of the National 
Highways (Fees for the use of National Highways Section anc Permanent Bridge —

the^e shall be levied and collected by the National Highways Authority of India 
depiartmentally or through private contractor who may be appointed on the basis of 
conjipetitive bidding, a fee on mechanical vehiCics for the use of the four-Ianed 
strejtch from Km 49.000 to Km 97.000 (Km 606.204 to Km 654.204 as per new 
chalnage) (Srikakulam to Champavathi Section) of National Highway No.5 in the 
Sta^e of Andhra Pradesh at the rates specified in the Schedule annexed hereto in 
perpetuity. The collection of fee shall commence within thirty days from the date 
of publication of this notification in the 0:ficial Gazette or within thirty days from 
the ;date of opening of the said four - laned stretch to traffic, whichever is later.

1. When the same mechanical vehicle has to cross the said stretch of the 
National Highway more than once in a day, the user shall have the option to 
pay the fee for the multiple trips at the rates as given in the Schedule above

(g) Member of Parliament, or a Member of Legislative 
Assembly of a State or a Member of Legislative Council 
of a State, in the respective State, if he produces his 
identity card issued by the Parliament or the concerned 
Legislature of the State, as the case may be: 

. (B) belonging to the winner of a Gallantry award such as Param Vir 
Chakra, Ashok Chakra, Maha Vir Chakra, Kirti Chakra, Vir 
Chakra and Shaurya Chakra, if such awardee produces his photo 
identity card duly authenticated by the Competent Authority for 
such Award; 

(ii) Defence vehicles, including those eligible for exemption in 
accordance with the provisions of the Indian Toll (Army and Air 
Force) Act^ 1901 and the rules made thereunder (as extended to 
Navy); Police vehicles, Fire-fighting vehicles, Ambulances, Funeral 
vans, vehicles' of the Department of Posts and Telegraphs and Central 
Government and State Government vehicles on duty. 

3. The rates of fee, the categories of vehicles exempted from payment of fee 
and the name, address and telephone number of the authority to whom 

= complaints, if any, should be addressed, shall be conspicuously and 
prominently displayed 500 meters ahead of the toll booths, 100 meters 
ahead of the toll booths and at the toll booths also. The height of the display 
boards and size of letters being such that it is easy for drivers to read the 
display boards and they shall be legibly written or printed in English, Hindi 
and the regional language of the area in which the stretch is situated.

(i) in case of serial number 2 of the Schedule, “Mini Buses”; and

- For the purposes of this notification, ‘‘day” shall be counted as a 
contii^ous period of twenty-four hours. 


2. I The following types of vehicles shall be exempted from the fee specified in the 
i aforesaid Schedule, namely: - 


i 

(i) vehicles, - 

(A) having “VIP” symbols, or officially belonging to - 
t (a) President of India; 

(b) Vice President of India; 

(c) Governor of a State or the Lieutenant Governor of a Union 
Territory; 

(d) Foreign Dignitary on State visit to India; 

(e) Foreign Diplomat stationed in India using cars with “CD”/ “CC” 
number plates; 

^ (f) Chairman of Rajya Sabha or Speaker of Lok Sabha or Chairman 

of a State Legislative Council or Speaker of a State Legislative 
Assembly or Minister for the Union or State, or Leader of 
Opposition in Lok Sabha or Rajya Sabha or a State Legislature 
having the status of Cabinet Minister, If he is sitting in the 
vehicle; or 

(g) Member of Parliament, or a Member ot Legislative Assembly 
of a State or a Member of Legislative Council of a State, in the 
respective State, if he produces his identity card issued by the 
Parliament or the concerned Legislature of the State, as the case 
may be; 

(B) belonging to the winner of a Gallantry award such as Param Vir Chakra, 

Ashok Chakra, Maha Vir Chakra, Kirti Chakra, Vir Chakra and Shaurya 

Chakra, if such awardee produces his photo identity card duly 

authenticated by the Competent Authority for such Award, 

■ (ii) Defence vehicles, including those eligible for exemption in accordance with 
the provisions of the Indian Toll (Army and Air Force) Act, 1901 and the 
rules made thereunder (as extended to Navy); Police vehicles, Fire-fighting 
vehicles. Ambulances, Funeral vans, vehicles of the Department of Posts and 
Telegraphs and Central Government and State Government vehicles, on duty. 

The rates of fee, the categories of vehicles exempted from payment of fee and the 
i name, address and telephone number of the authority to whom^ complaints, if any, 
should be addressed, shall be conspicuously and prominently displayed 500 meters 
ahead of the toll booths, 100 meters ahead of the toll booths and at the toll booths 
i also. The height of the display boards and size of letters being such that it is easy 
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lor drivers to read the display boards and they shall be legibly wntten or printed m 
Fngiisb, Hindi and the regional language of the area in which the stretch is 

situated. 

4. The type of vehicle shall include,- 

(i) in case of serial number 2 of the Schedule, “Mini Buses ; and 

(ii) in case of serial number 3 of the Schedule, “Multi Axle vehicle , 
not covered by serial number. 4 of the said Schedule. 

5. No fee shall be levied and collected from a mechanical vehicle, which is not 
covered by the said Schedule.
